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Tus Regina Journal is dealing editerially 
with the action taken by the Northwest 
assembly regarding the submission of the 
liquor question to a vote of the people of the 
Territories. Touching the decision of the 
legal experts that the assembly had not the 
right to submit the question to a direct vote 
of the people, the editor of the Journal sub- 
mitted the question to the Hon. O. Mowat 
with the answer of the legal experts, and re- 
ceived the following reply: Toronto, Dec. 
llth, 1888. C. J. Atkinson, Regina. Why 
not pass an ordinance, and leave it to 
the courts to determine ite validity? 
The question ot constitutionality is not clear 
for or against. O. Movat,” In view of Mr. 
Mowat’s reputation as an authority on 
constitutional questions hie definite state- 
ment that the question of constitutionality 
is notclear for or against” must be taken 
as of greater weight than that of the legal 
experts of the Northwest assembly, that 
that body had no power to legislate in the 
direction intimated.” While, in view of his 
uniforin success in handling these questions 
his advice to go ahead and pass the necessary 
Orainance was ample warrant for the assein- 
bly to take the only course that offered an 
early solution of the present difficulty. In- 
asmuch asthe opinion of the legal experts 
was only advisory and not controlling, and 
as it has been contradicted by such an emi- 
nent authority, it would appear that the 
only possible reason for refusing the direct 
—— to the people that has been so univers. 
ally demanded is now done away with, and 
if an appeal is refused next year some new 
reason will have to be discovered. Let those 
who bewail the present condition of affairs 
remember who is responsible for it, and so 
charge their representatives that at the next 
session of the assembly humbug and sec- 
tionalism will have to give way to the com- 
mon interest and to common sense. 

A Fuxven writer named M. de Flaix has 
advanced the theory that crime is more gen- 
eral in countries where the consumption of 
alcohol is smallest, and endeavors to prove 
it with the following statments: France 
consumes less alcohol than the United 
Kingdom, its birth rate is leas, and its 
mortality, criminality and suicide rate are 
greater. Italy consumes very little alcohol; 
ite criminality is appalling. Spain censumes 
three times less alcohol than Italy; ite 
criminality is double. Sweden, Denmark 
and Norway, with a population of about one- 
third, consume four times the quantity of 
alcoho! consumed in Italy, and yet the 
criminality of the former ie very small, 
while that of the latter is appalling. These 
statistics are ene to prove that the 
contention cf prohibitionists connecting the 
mere consumption of alcohol with crime ix 
unwarranted. But prohibitionists do not so 
contend. Those who do make that conten- 
tion, it any one does, are those professed 
friends of temperance who favor what they 
are pleased to call moderate drinking. Who

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LAND LAW. 

The resolutions adopted by the Northwest 
assembly at its late session asking for relaxa- 
tion in the land laws towards actual 22 
are of a sweeping nature. They ask (1) 
That payment for pre-emptions in arrears be 
made five years from January lst 1889 pie 
out interest; (2) That second homeste 
be allowed those who settled in the 
Territories during the operation of 938 
allowing second homestcading; (3) a 
settlers who entered for an eighty a 
homescead on cancelled lands under the 
regulations of 1886 be allowed a full 8 
section; (4) That extra charges made for 
cancelled lands be thrown off; (6) 
That the price of pre-emptions be 
reduced to $2 an acre within twenty miles of 
a railway and to $1 when ata greater dis- 
tance; (6) That in the prairie districts 
tree cultivation be taken as homestead 
improvements; (7) That the present reserved 
sections wherever possible be done away 
with, and that in future grants in aid 
of railways be made in alternate quarter 
sections instead of alternate sections. <A 
separate resolution asked for the abolition of 
the timber dues charged homesteaders. The 
adoption of the suggestions offered in these 
resolutions would mean almost a complete 
reversal of the land policy pureued since 1880. 

At Urst sight it may appear presumptious 
on the part of a comparatively insignificant 
hody such as the Northwest assembly to sug- 
gest, however mildly, a change of policy in 
an important particular on the part — the 
government of the country at large. On the 
other hand it must be apparent that the 
assembly representing every section of the 
Northwest, and only the Northwest, must 
know better tne full effeet ot any certain 
policy which operates chiefly within the 
Territories than even the general 82 
which only sees the matter from the outside. 
Of course these public lands in the North- 
west, being the property of the whole — 
try and administered by the general govern 
ment, cannot be dealt with having an 
only te the wishes or interests of the people 
resident here, They are supposed to be 
handled for the purpose of increasing the 
population and wealth of the whole country. 
But this cannot be done successfully unless 
the welfare of the people of the Northwest, 
whose presence adde to the population and 
hose labor increases the wealth of the 
vn le country—through whose presence 
and la bor solely, as far as the Northwest is 
corcerned, is that population and wealth in- 
creased—is fully consulted. Whatever is 
shown to tend against the iucrease of settie- 
ment, or prosperity of the settlers, of the 
Northwest, is thereby shown tv be an injury 
to the whole country, of au extent proportion- 
ed to the importance of the Northwest asa 
part of the whole. The assembiy has 
in effect declared that „ relazation of 
the present laws in favor of the actual settler 
would tend to increase population snd pros 
perity in the Northwest. if this is the case 
aud no one cau have better knowledge of 
the facts than the members of the assembiy— 
the interests of the whole country demand 
that the suggested relaxation be made.
